The  Half-Way  Covenant  la  a 
concession  to  the  large  and  vo¬ 
cal  group  which  .has  Insisted 
that  requirements  for  member¬ 
ship  in  the  recognised  church 
of  New  England  have  been  too 
strict  Under  the  new  covenant

being  so,  Chicago  offers  the  greatest  challenge  of  any  area 
in  America  for  Southerrt  Baptist  witness; 

There  are  more  than  6,000,000  in  metropolitan  Chicago. 
Within  a  radius  of  250  miles  there  are  28,000,000  people. 
The  five  Great  Lakes  states,  where  Southern  Baptist  work 
is  already  going  on,  have  38,399.368  people,  as  many  as  all 
ten  of  the  southeasterii^states,  and  more  than  17  of  the 
western  states  put  together. 

Students  attending  a  Southern  Baptist  seminary  in  the 
Chicago  area  would  find  ample  opportunity  for  service. 
There  are  more  than  300  towns  and  dties  in'  Illinois  which 
do  not  have  a  Baptist  cliurch  of  any  description.  These 
eommunities  range  in  size  frbm~SIX)  to  20,000  people  each 
an(l  contain  more  than  1,600,000  people.  Within  a  radius 
of  250  miles  from  Chicago  there  are  12  cities  each  of  which 
has  more  than  100.000  population. 

By  planting  a  seminary  in  Chicago  would  we  be  in¬ 
vading  ^  territory  of  someone  else?  No!  There  is  no  rea¬ 
son  imder  the  siin  why  Southern  Baptists  should  not  preach 
anywhere  in  the  48  states  where  people  need  to  be  won 
to  Christ.  This  is  not  an  attempt  to  take  over  the  territory 
traditionally  worked  by  our  brethren  in  the  American  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  We  do  not  have  and  we  must  not  have 
a  spirit  of  “going  up  there  and  showing  them  a  thing  or 
two  about  building  churches.”  There  is  a  lot  they  can  learn 
from  our  work,  but  there  is  also  a  lot  we  can  learn  from 
them. 

Southern  Baptist  work  in  Illinois  has  been  going  on  at 
the  state-wide  level  since  1907  when  the  Illinois  State  Bap¬ 
tist  Association  was  organized.  Today  there  are  341  Amer¬ 
ican  Baptist  churches  with  a  total  membership  of  105,439 
and  749  Southern  Baptist  churches  with  a  membership  of 
131.114.  We  would  not  be  going  off  the  reservation,  there-, 
fore,  in  putting  a  seminary  in  Chicago. 

-  -  FYom  4he  standpoint  -of  money  being  available.  -  we 
have  never  yet  established  ff  seminary  at  the  ri^t  time. 
The  five  existinff  schools  were  bom  out  of  a  compelling 
sense  of  need.  They  were  launched  in  faith  that  our  Lord 
who  commissioned  us  to  preach  everywhere  would  pro¬ 
vide  the  means  for  the  attempt. 

With  all  of  its  teeming  millions  the  Chicago  area 
beckons  to  the  missionary  consciousness  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists.  Like  the  church  at  ancient  Philadelphia,  before  us 
stands  opportunity  with  gates  ajar.

Baptists  renounce  this  new 
stand  of  the  orthodox  church 
because  persons  are  accepted 
for  membership  who  give  no 
evidence  of  caav«-sioa  and  who 
may  be  unwilling  or’  unable  to 
make  a  profession  of  saving 
faith. 

Af  opponents  of  the  covenant 
suspected,  the  few  restrictions 
left  on  orthodox  church  mem¬ 
bership  are  being  rapidly  aban¬ 
doned.  Some  ministers  maintain 
that  the  Lord's  Supper  arluaJly 
is  a  means  to  regeneraUon.  and 
many  who  were  baptized  in  in¬ 
fancy  and  are  not  guilty  of  scan¬ 
dalous  conduct  or  heresy  are 
being  received  into  full  com¬ 
munion  without  any  require¬ 
ment  of  personal  regeneration. 

Under  the  earlier  covenant 
of  the  established  religion  of 
New  Tngland,  'eitiieftship*  was 
limited  to  those  in  full  commun¬ 
ion  in  a  recognized  church,  and 
communion  in  turn  was  limited 
to  those  who  gave  evidence  of 
I  regeneration.  Candidates  for 
I  membership  at  that  time  were 
j  carefully  examined  on  their  con¬ 
version  experience.  Formerly 
only  children  with  a  parent  in 
full  communion  were  accepted 
for  Baptism. 

As  a  result  of  these  restrlc-

We  are  off  to^  great  start  for 
the  new  year  ao  let's  keep  up 
the  good  wArk  of  training  for  ef¬ 
ficiency.  It  pays  big  dividends 
in  the  long  rpn.
